dead in Guatemala 

GUATEMALA CITY, Feb. II. 
(R). — The death toll from 
last week's earthquake that 
devastated Guatemala mount- 
ed steadily today as Relief wor- 
kers struggled to help more 
than a million hungry victims 
living in cold and worsening 
squalor. Informed sources said 
the final toll was certain to 
top 20,000. 

Both Guatemalan and foreign 
relief sources said that the de- 
ath toll was rising as the res- 
cuers reached more smashed 
villages in the highlands north 
of here and badly injured vic- 
tims died in the overcrowded 
hospitals. 

The national emergency 
committee's latest figure was 
due to be announced Thursday, 
and the sources said that by 
that time the death toll was 
likely to be over 20,000, rising 
further in the days ahead. 

They said the number of in- 
jured people treated so far was 
more than 70,000 and more 
than a million people — a fifth 
of the total population of the 
country — were homeless. 

Many of the survivors were 
camping out in the Stinking 
rubble of the Shattered towns 
and villages in near-freezing 
night-time temperatures. In 
the capital, hundreds of thou- 
sands slept in the streets. 
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Sensible talks 


It has taken some ten months of often difficult negotia- 
tions, but the representatives of the world’s industrialised and 
developing nations sat down in Paris yesterday and began the 
substantive work that will lead to some form of new interna- 
tional economic order. 

In the constructive spirit of the meeting — or the north- 
south dialogue, as it has come to be popularly known — there 
has already been a good deal of compromise on both sides. 
This augurs well for what the meeting will produce in the 
coming year. 

It is worthwhile to remember that these global economic 
talks started out in an atmosphere of confrontation. In the 
wake of the 1973 oil price increases by OPEC, the western 
states, particularly the United States, were adamant about 
somehow forcing down the price of oil. They talked about 
a meeting with the oil producers to discuss the oil and energy 
situation. 

For their part, the oil producers were in no need to dis- 
cuss energy, because there was nothing for them to discuss. 
Their marketing potential was assured, and their national in- 
comes were beefed up. The ‘"energy crisis” label was a wes- 
tern invention. There was no crisis in OPEC. 

From that point, the oil producers insisted that any talks 
between the industrial states and the oil producers (and their 
Third World colleagues) would have to tackle much more 
than simply working out guarantees for the western states’ 
energy supplies. The OPEC states insisted, and the U.S. and 
its industrialised allies finally came around to this point of 


Now the meetings are moving ahead with four commis- 
sions to discuss energy, raw materials, development aid and 
international finance. This is a far cry from a meeting to dis- 
cuss only guaranteed oil supplies to the world’s industrial po- 
wers, and one welcomes the participants’ belated recognition 
of the need for such an all-encompassing discussion. 

The talks will go on for at least a year, and they will be 
relatively low-key in nature. It is a matter of high irony and 
deep symbolism that the talks are taking place in the Interna- 
tional Conference Centre, the site of the Vietnam peace talks. 
The symbolism is not to be lost. 

Since the Vietnam war and the 1973 oil price increases, 
there has been a fundamental inversion in the economic and 
political balance of power in the world. It is not the kind of 
thing that is obvious overnight, but it will slowly make itself 
clear as these talks unfold and the industrial states find them- 
selves negotiating with the Third World commodity producers, 
instead of dictating to them. 

The fact that the talks are taking place in the same build- 
ing where the world’s major industrial power spent two years 
working out a face-saving agreement to extract itself from a 
monumental mistake is interesting indeed. Today, that build- 
ing hosts representatives of the world’s two major camps — 
the rich and the poor — in a spirit that has shed some of its 
coercive edge and adopted a more noble cloak of cooperation 
and consultation. This is a major step forward for everybody.

1976 begins with 
slump in new 
shipping orders 


LONDON, Feb. 1 1 (R). — World 
orders for shipping have slum- 
ped to their lowest since 1972 
although a record tonnage was 
launched in the last three 
months of 1975, Lloyds Regis- 
ter of Shipping said today. 

The slump in orders — the 
books stood at S2.3 million 
gross tons at the end of 1975 
— stemmed mainly from the 
collapse of the oil tanker mar- 
ket, Lloyds said. 

The figure compares with 
1974 orders of about 120 million 
tons. Full figures for the So- 
viet Union. China and Romania 
are not included. 

Lloyds said that more than 
IS million tons of tanker ton- 
nage was cancelled during last 
year. 

Japanese shipbuilders, often 
criticised for alleged price un- 
der-cutting, led in orders, ac- 
counting for 31 million tons. 

Sweden came second, the 
United States third and Britain 
fourth, with 6.5 million tons, 
4.95 million tons and 4.93 mil- 
lion tons, respectively.
